Mrs. Hughes Head of Legislative 
Committee Gives Much Praise 
to Chaffey for Work It Is Ac- 


commplishing Here, 





The monthly bulletin of the De- 
partment of Agriculture of the State 
of California in its current issue 
gives a report of the address by 
Honorable Elizabeth Hughes, chair- 
man of the Assembly Committee on 
Education, in which she gave high 
praise to Chaffey Junior College of 
Agriculture. 

Mrs. Hughes wrote to Principal Hill 
of Chaffey for information about the 
ework at our school, and in her ad- 
dress quoted the letter vie words 
of high praise. 

Chaffey Union High School and 
Junior College of Agriculture is be- 
coming well known through the 
West, and the people of Upland and 
vicinity are glad to know of the work 
done here, and the recognition Chaf- 
fey is receiving. 

Mrs. Hughes said, in part: 

“I am enthusiastically in favor of 
the junior college for California. 

“It was my privilege to be elected 
a member of the last legislature and 
to make an educational survey of the 
state and its needs in the way of 
vocational education. The problem 
that was before us from first to last 
was the consolidation of the rural 
school, which is the county unit sys- 
tem. It is the last word for our ¢@le- 
mentary schools. The other problem 
re in regard: to. the Junior sollege. 


leaving home as yes as sixteen 
sometimes grave mistakes are made 
which would not have been made if 
they had been surrounded by home 
influences, or if they had been inter- 
ested in the junior college work in 
the community. 

“Therefore I consider the junior 
college one of the greatest assets 
which any community can have. 
Without the boys and girls lack that 
college spirit which is acquired in 
those two years which cannot be 
compensated by any other means. 
The college spirit engenders loyalty 
and love for the college or the uni- 
versity; the boy takes pride in the 
traditions of the institution and it is 
a splendid thing. I think he should 
be able to obtain much good from 
the last two years of junior college 
work, 

“Now as to the standing of the 
junior college student. The state- 
ment is made that the graduate from 
the university who has passed thru 
the junior college for two years had 
a higher percentage and his grade 
was a trifle better than the student 
who had been the whole of the four 
years at the university only. Dr. 


Wilbur has set the figure at 50 per| 


eent in favor of the student gradu- 
ated through the junior college. 
Therefore we cannot but feel the 
good quality of the work that has 
been done. 

Praise for Chaffey Juntor College 

“IT felt that I could make a contri- 
bution to you of more value this 
evening if I wrote down to Mr. Mer- 
ton E. Hill at Ontario because he 
has a model junior college in the 
state and because at that college 
they have done such a wonderful 
thing. 

Mr. Hill has written a very inspir- 
ing letter and it may be possible to 
give this publicity in your newspapers 
because I feel that every word of it 
means so much to the community 
that has any thought of establishing 
a junior college. Let me read to 
you what Mr. Hill of Chaffey has to 
gay: 

Dear Mrs. Hughes:—I have just 
received your letter of October 26 
and wish to assure you that I am 
greatly interested in your problems. 

First, I will answer your questions. 

We have a union high schoo! of 
eight districts. Until last March we 
had only two districts; since then 
we have added six and our ability to 
serve the rural areas agriculturally 
was really the basis for five of the 
six districts coming into our school 
district. A year ago I recommended 
to our board that we transform our 
junior college into a junior college 
of agriculture and provide for our

DRY SUMMER BEING 
“ELIMINATED AS J. 
PLUVIUS LINGERS 
IN 3. CALIFORNIA 


PRESENT STORM BRINGS: 


OVER INCH AND HALF 
OF MOISTURE 


Heaviest Rainfall Here in 1915-16 
When Over Forty Inches Feil, 
A. P. Harwood Has Kept Ree- 
ord Twenty-nine Years. 





Danger of a dry summer is fast be- 
ing eliminated and if the rains con. 
tinue for a few days Southern Cali- 
fornians will feel greatly relieved, 
Yesterday saw this section enjoying 
one of its real old-fashioned rains, 
the showers up to this morning add 
ing 1.52 to the rainfall, making a 
grand total of 12.88 inches for the 
season which is a fair rainfall com- 
pared with many years. 

The heaviest rainfall ever known 
here for a single season was in 1916- 
1916, when the grand total was 40.36 
inches. Of this amount 27.72 inches 
fell in the month of January, 1916, 
This storm came just after Califor- 
nia’s Highway Commission announe- 
ed completion of its roads, bridges, 
etc. Following this rain most of the 
new bridges were washed away and 
much of the roads were gone also, 

Since the heavy rains of 1915-1916, 
light rainfall is getting to be a habit, 
for 1916-1917 saw but 26.61 inches; 
1917-1918 saw but 18.33 inches, while 
1918-1919 14.45 inches was the total 
and the result a dry summer with 
just enough water to care for our 
needa, 

In order to eliminate any posai- 
bility of a dry spell thts coming sum- 
mer twenty-five inches of rain, and 
perhaps more, are necessary. Today 
we have one-half that amount and 
may the rains continue 1s the hope 
of Californians.

ROBBED OF LAST HOPE 
HETHER the courts would 
permit congress to legis- 
late in favor of mild beer 

and light wines is now 
questioned, and from a quarter 
not. always as dry as it might 
have been. For the Fresno Re- 
publican, from whences comes 
the challenge, was not a pioneer 
in the prohibition camp, but it 
seems to be persuaded that pro- 
hiibtion is here to stay, and that 
all te protests of thirsty gover- 
nors from New Jersey and Rhode 
Island will have small effect up- 
on the inevitable drouth, which 
it thinks is fixed and permanent. 
Very recently eongress had 
passed a bill defining as intoxi- 
cating any beverage containing 
one-half of one per cent of alco- 
hol. If the lawmakers at Wash- 
ington have the right to thus de- 
fine intoxicating liquore, some 
wiseacre raised the question as 
to why another congress might 
not repeal that definition and 
substitute for it a provision that 
all liquors containing more than 
five per cent of alcohol, as in the 
case of beer, or more than 10 per 
cent of alcohol, as in light wines, 
shall be deemed to be intoxicat- 
ing. It does seem reasonable, but 
the Republican will not hear it, 
and insists that the courts are 
already on record as to what \is 
ntoienting reasons thusly : 
‘There ar¢ thousands of deéci- 
sions of courts under all sorts, of 
prohibition laws defining ordinary 
beer and ordinary wine of the 
usual strength as intoxcating. The 


only questions of doubt have come|§ 


up upon drinks of less than nor- 
mal strength upon which some 
courts have decided that the in- 


toxicating quality of these drinks |f 


was a matter of fact to be prov- 
ed or disproved by evidence. The 
supreme court has decided that 
within this doubtful zone the de- 
finition of congress, being a rea- 
sonable definition, and being the 
definition which has in fact al- 
ways been followed by the ad- 
ministrative departments of the 
government, is conclusive and 
that the courts will not go be- 
yond it. It does not at all fol- 
lew that because the courts ac- 
cept the line as drawn by con- 
gress within the doubtful zone, 
that they would sustain the right 
of congress to draw an arbitrary 
line within the zone which is not 
doubtful. If congress, for in- 
stance, should pass a law defining 
sweet milk as an intoxicating li- 
auor or strong whisky as a non- 
intoxicating liquor, the courts 
would set aside either definition, 
and they would be only following 
the practically uniform rule of 
American decisions if they would 
apply: this same principle in the 
case of 5 per cent beer. Down not 
merely to 5 but 4 per cent, the 
American decisions construe beer 
to be a conclusively intoxicating 
liquor; they require no evidence 


te prove it intoxicating and will 
listen to no evidence to prove it 
non-intoxieating. Below that line 


they will hear evidence upon the 
particular case in the absence of 
a legislative definition when one 
exists. ”’ 

Following which the Fresno 
journal declares that ‘‘the wets 


may as well give up,” an insists} 


there is no way to bring back thé 
good old days but by another con- 
amendment, undoing 
all that the Fighteenth Amend- 
ment has accomplished. That may 
be the case, and it probably will 
be just as well, if it is, but 
for all that, the fact that con- 





gress did limit and define intoxi- 
cating liquor as containing more 
than one-half of one per cent of 
aleohol is certainly ground for 
raising the question as to whether 
it may not fix some other per- 
centage. If not, then the present 
regulaton is an idle act, and the 
determination ought to have been 
left to the courts—San Bernar- 


dino Sun.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA EDITORS 


MEET 





(By Timothy Brownhill) 


The outstanding feature of the 
Southern California Editorial Associa- 
tion meeting held in San Bernardino, 
Saturday, February 14th, was the 
passing of a resolution recommend- 
ing the use of the Franklin price 
list for the pricing of job work and 
the following resolution relative to 
the increasing cost of newspaper pro- 
duction, and the immediate need of 
an increase in both subscription and 
advertising rates. 

Whereas, the continually rising 
costs of paper, labor, and all other 
commodities entering into the opera- 
tion and production of newspapers 
have risen to the point where it be- 
comes absolutely necessary that 
there be an increase of cost to the 


consumer or continued loss to the 


publisher, and 
Whereas, the newspaper gives to 


its community greater value for the 
money than any other service or 


commodity, be it therefore 

Resolved, by the Southern Califor- 

nia Editorial Association that adver- 
tising and subscription rates must 
be raised to an extent commensurate 
with the cost of production and that 
we do hereby recommend that all 
members of the SoMthern California 
Editorial Association) should in jus- 
tice to themselves, # mediately raise 
their rates for subscriptions and ad- 
vertising, to the int where there 
will be a living profit, instead of a 
deficit, as now portends, for them- 
selves. 
During the discussion of the reso- 
lution pertaining to the unprecedent- 
ed shortage of newsprint, Victor 
Hecht, assistant manager of the Zell- 
erbach Paper Co., said that his com- 
pany at a recent meeting of Pacific 
Coast dealers, Wad called attention 
to the fact that there was too great 
a margin between the price of flat 
news, as used by the country week- 
lies, and roll paper as used by both 
small and large dailies. While flat 
paper was retailing at seven cents 
per pound, roll paper of the same 
grade was costing less than half 
that sum. Mr. Hecht also called at- 
tention to the fact that news print 
had almost doubled 1n price since 
January ist, and that the end was 
not yet in sight. J. P. Baumgartner, 
editor of the Santa Ana Register, 
called attention to the unnecessary 
waste of news print by the govern- 
ment and the’ great metropolitan 
dailies. 

That country newspapers can only 
be saved from early suspension thru 
immediate retrenchment in the use 
of news seemed to be the consensus 
of opinion, practically by all the edi- 
tors present. 

It was also pointed out that it is

constituency agricultural opportuni- 
ties similar to those offered by the 
Btate university at Davis. Our board 
acted at once upon the suggestion 
and we reorganized the junior col- 
lege on a basis of a juntor college of 
agriculture, although we still give the 
academic branches. I have felt for 
at least two years that the junior 
college could best meet the needs of 
our rural areas by organizing chiefly 
along vocational lines and so we have 
laid particular stress along four vo- 
cational lines — music, commercial 
branches, home economics, and agri- 
culture. You are particularly inter- 
ested along the lines of agricultural 
education so I will describe what we 
are trying to do. 

We have employed on our staff 
three agricultural experts who give 
class and laboratory instruction in 
the high school and junior college 
and in addition act as field experts 
of our department. Mr. Booth, dean 
of our junior college, is our citrus 
specialist; Mr. Perrin, formerly at- 
tached to the State Horticultural 
Commission, is an expert inspector 
and entomologist; Mr. George P. 
Weldon, our pomologist and field ex- 
pert, was obtained from the State 
Horticultural Office, where he was 
chief deputy. A part of their work 
is field work where they study the 
farmers’ problems, consult with them, 
learn from them, and in turn help 
them. 

We are planning from time to time 
to give short courses. Next month 
we shall give for the deciduous far- 
mers a short course and I am pre- 
senting herewith an outline of that 
course and something regarding our 
method of getting the course before 
the farmers. Last year in connection 
with the State Board of Bducation 
we gave a tractor course, and that 
showed us the possibilities of a num- 
ber of farmers’ short courses. We 
had an attendance at the tractor 
course of 65 farmers from our own 
district and about 40 more from out- 
side districts. We expect to have 
about 100 in attendance at our de- 
ciduous course next month. Later 
in the year we plan to give short 
courses in citriculture, in poultry hus- 
bandry, and in deciduous and citrus 
pests. 

We are trying in our agricultural 
work to specialize along three or four 
particular lines of agricultural en- 
deavor, the lines being those exten- 
sively followed in the district. To 
illustrate: we have a course in citri- 
culture. We have an orange grove 
of seven acres where experiments 
covering a period of ten years are 
being carried out. Mr, Booth has a 
committee of leading eitrus growers 
who cooperate with him in planning 
these experiments. They have also 
been planned in cooperation with the 
Citrus Experiment Station at River- 
side. Experimentation is carried on 
along the lines of irrigation, mulch- 
ing, cover crops, and fertilizers. 

We are planning to get a deciduous 
orchard and have already planted 
peach pits so we can develop our 
own stock. Our expert has made 
records of hundreds of heavily bear- 
ing trees and he expects to select 
buds from these trees to build up 
our orchard to illustrate such work 
among the farmers. He occasionally 
has pruning and spraying demonstra- 
tions and in the spring will have 
thinning demonstrations. 

We have a dairy farm of twenty 
acres and have introduced from the 
East a fine strain of registered Hol- 
stein stock; we have also introduc- 
ed Duroc-Jersey hogs. We have a 
committee of farmers who are lead- 
ing dairymen to help us in the man- 
agement of this farm. 

Our poultry plant has been devel- 
oped from “two-hundred-egg” hens. 
Occasionally we introduce new stock 
from the best poultry centers. 

From time to time we are publish- 
ing bulletins that set forth our work 
along agricultural lines and I am 


Attention, Scouts! All second class 
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sending you some of these. I might 
say that we send these bulletins to 
practically all of the farmers of our 
section and to other places. where 
they are wanted. 

Our whole ideal of rural education 
is based around service that the 
ischool can give to the community. 
We are putting forth every effort to 
give the children of the rural com- 
munities as fine educational oppor 
tunities as are usually found in the 
larger city systems. During this 
year our high school has taken over 
instruction in special branches in all 
of the elementary schools of our dis- 
trict. In this way in eight districts 
and in thirteen grammar school 
buildings we are furnishing super- 
vision and instruction in music, in- 
cluding voice, band, and violin; in 
drawing, manual training, domestic 
science, boy scout activities, and in 
agriculture. I speak of this rural 
work because I believe it is the 
finest piece of work that our insti- 
tution is doing. 

You would be interested to know 
that we are starting something else 
that is new in the rural districts. We 
have been running a night school at 
the high school for some time. This 
reaches the more thickly settled por- 
tions of our district but does not 
reach the rural sections. We have 
decided just recently to establish 
branch night schools tn the rural 
school areas. Recently we organized 
in a district ten miles from our high 
school, evening classes in home eco- 
nomics, Spanish, bookkeeping, and 
arithmetic. We expect to carry out 
this work in from two to four other 
rural sections. Wherever we under- 
take this we offer the work that the 
people want. It is a part of our plan 
to have at some time during the year, 
get-together meetings with the far- 
mers in these branch night schools 
and work over their agricultural prob- 
lems with them. 

I cannot emphasize too strongly 
the value of field experts. I believe 
the high school can almost pay its 
costs through the value of field ex- 
perts to the community. To illubtrate 
how it often works: the red spider 
has recently threatened certain or- 
ange groves and certain peach or- 
chards in this section. The farmers 
have come to our department asking 
our entomologist to go out, study the 
groves and orchards, and to advise 
them what to do. This is simply an 
illustration of what is being done 
over and over again. If the teacher 
of agriculture has to spend all of his 
time teaching, very little of this 
field work can be done. We give our 
men time off to spend out on the 
farms. 

The agricultural work in our junior 
college is really built upon the agri- 
cultural courses in our high school. 
I am sending you under separate | 4 
cover two bulle s setting forth our 
agricultural courqes and their rela- 
tion to other courses. 

We have cooperated with the coun- 
ty farm advisor and with the farm 
bureaus of our section in their meet- 
ings and we are trying to help in 
the solution of some of the bigger 
problems. To illustrate this: the 
south and eastern portion of our dis- 
trict for years has been affected by

California leads all states in the 
ownership of motor cars in propor- 
tion to population, with one car to 
each 5.6 persons in the state, ac-|' 
cording to final statistics issued by 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California in its national census of 
automobile registrations. 

Additional “dope” in its first na- 
tional census has been compiled by 
the club, which shows that there are 
just 7,718,020 autos running loose in 
the United States at present. 

Last year at this time Iowa and 
Nebraska were tied for first place 
in the percentage of cars to the 
population, with one car to each 
seven persons. Then, California 
stood seventh in the list of states, 
with one auto for each eleven per- 
sons.

So far as groups of states are con- 
cerned, the West defeats the East 
for the first time, according to the 
report, with Californta, Washington 
and Oregon showing a percentage of 
1919 gains of exactly 35.4 per cent 
over 1918. California in this group 
was the leader, with Washington sec- 
ond and Oregon third. 

Next in the gain of auto registra- 
tions is the South—the southern —_— 
states of America—which showed a 
33 per cent gain last year over the 
year previous. The so-called moun- 
tain states maintained the national 
average of a 28 per cent gain, while, 
the Eastern manufacturing states fell 
to a 28 per cent gain and the Middle 
West agricultural states made the 
poorest showing, with only a 22 per 
cent increase in registration over 
1918, 

An explanation of this variation in 
percentage increase is made by Au- 
to mobile Club officials in pointing | 
out the proportion of cars owned in 
each “state group” to its population. 
Tt is indicated in this explanation 
that the “saturation point” as far as 
automobile are concerned, has near- 
ly been reached in the Middle West 
section, where Iowa has one auto 
registered to each 6.1 persons; Ne- 
braska one car to each 6.2 persons;

ARMENIANS--THEIR 
HISTORY SINCE 8. 6. 


Many of the people of Upland who 
have given so generously to the 
cause of the homeless in Armenia, 
Syria, and Palestine will be inter- 
ested in knowing more of the ro- 
mantic history of the Armenian peo- 
ple. 

They the only people, other than 
the Persians, who are still living in 
the lands their fathers occupied in 
the days of Cyrus, the founder of 
the Medo-Persian Empire. They were 
then a nation of twenty million peo- 
ple. Their territory stretched from 
Nineveh to the Black Sea and west- 
ward to the Lebanon mountains. They 
had never been conquered and were 
the honored allies of the greatest 
nations of antiquity. 

The Startling Story of Armenia 

A parthian king was made ruler of 
Armenia about. 150 B. C. Wishing to 
know something of the race, he sent 
the most learned man in his kingdom 
to Nineveh to consult the old Chal- 
dean manuscripts. He found there a 
manuscript written in Greek char- 
acters with this label: 

“This book containing the annals 
of ancient history was translated in- 
to Greek by the order of Alexander 
the Great.” Extracting from this 
book the history of Armenia, and 
continuing it down: to his time, the 
Parthian king preserved the record 
with great care in his treasury. 

A celebrated Armenian of the Fifth 
Century. wrote the history of Arme- 
nia dnd obtained his information 
largely from the Chaldean. manu- 
scripts. The information we derive 
from this source shows that the Ar- 
menian race began with Gomer the 
son of Japhet, who went north from 
the plains of Shinar, and settled with 
his family and followers on the plains 
and hill-country around Mount Ara- 
rat. The City of Ars, the northern 
capital of modern Armentfa, is at the 
base of Mount Ararat. 

Armenia in the Time of Christ 

About 3 B. C. Herod the Great sent 
a mighty force against Abgar, the 
King of Armenia. Herod’s army was 
defeated with great loss. To pro- 
tect his people against further inva- 
sion, Abgar built the city of Edessa, 
fortified it strongly and made it the 
southern capital é6f his kingdom. Dur- 
ing the reign of Tiberius, Abgar had 
occasion to send messengers into Pal- 
estine. While there they heard of 
the remarkable works of one Jesus 
of Nazareth. They journeyed to Je- 
rusalem and there witnessed some of 
the miracles that Jesus did, and re 
turned to make their reports to their 
king. Abgar was impressed that 
he ‘said, “Surely ‘this must be thé 
Son of God,” and intmediately caused 
the messenger to return with a letter 
to Jesus, in which he acknowledged 
Him to be the true Son of God. In 
that letter Abgar said: 

“Therefore, now I: have written and 
besought Thee to visit and heal the 
disease with which I am afflicted. 1 
have also heard that the Jews mur-

That 
ehurch has remained amid all the 
persecutions of the centuries, loyal 
in creed and doctrine to the teach- 
ings of St. Thomas.

By the beginning of the 8rd Cen- 
tury Armenia had become the lead- 
ing Christian nation in Central Asia.

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Vienna by the armies of Europe. 

In 1453 the victorisuis Crescent was 
planted on the walls of Constantino- 
ple. and unfurled to the preeze from

Christian temple in the world—Sanc- 
ta Sophia. 


And iow from that city, the eapi- 
tal of Islam, the “unspeakable Tftrk” 
has ruled for nearly 500 years, the 
scourge of the Christian people of 
western Asia. Well may the Saints 
cry out—“How long, O Lord, how 
long!” 


MYTHS OF SEA “MONSTERS” 


Remarkable Denizens of the Deep 
Said to Be Merely Creatures of 
the Imagination. 

The appearance of wandering herds 
of sea lions along the shores of south- 
ern California reminds of the peren- 
nial stories about monsters of the 
deep. Some scientists have believed 
the rare specimens of “oar fish,” 
which sometimes rench the surface, 
might be mistaken for sea monsters. 
Some of these fish are twenty feet 
long. Unfortunately, they are 80 
adapted to lives at great depth they 
cannot live at the surface. Records 
show that two have been washed upon 

California beaches. 

Many stories of sea monsters are 
the fruits of some excitable person’s 
imagination. There are many things 
about the sea which might readily 
start such an imagination working. 
The sea is so large, and hides so many 
secrets, that such a person might read- 
ily believe that, if anyone objected to 
his story, he could say the monster 
disappeared. Then who could prove 
he had not seen it? 

Various people have had traditional 
myths and legends about sea mon- 
sters and those probably have,helped 
in keeping general interest in such 
stories now. The Norse tales are the 
most numerous and vivid.

Vegetabie Poacher of Fish. 

One of the most curious enemies of 
fresh water fish in many parts of the 
world is a small floating water weed, 
the bladder wort. Along its branch- 
lets are a number of small green 
vesicles or bladders, which, being fur- 
nished with minute jaws, seize upon 
tiny fish, which are assimilated into 
its substance. This is a subtle poacher, 
the true character of which has only 
lately been detected. Bladder wort is 
a fairly common aquatic plant, and 
no very special interest attached to 
it ere its fish eating propensities were 
discovered. Its tiny vesicles were 
known to contain air, and the only 
use of these, so far as was known, was 
to keep the plant afloat—a belief, be 
it remarked, all the more reasonable 
because many aquatic plawts actually 
have such air receptacles for that very 
purpose. The tiny bladdérs attached 
to the leaves and leaf stalks are each 
acting on the eel trap principle, en- 
trance being easy, but exit impossible. 


Object Lesson in Thrift. 

An ingenious professor of mathe- 
matics has. figured: out that one cent 
invested at the beginning of the Chris- 
Han era (1,919 years ago) at a rate 
of interest equal to the government 
Liberty bonds, that is, 4% per cent, 
with interest compounded to date, 
would make 100,000 globes of solid 
gold, euch the weight of the earth. 
The earth weighs six and twenty-one 
ciphers tons. But the 1 cent, with 
its accumulations, reduced to a mini- 
mum weight in gold at the rate of 
$20 in the ounce, would, he says, make 
100,000 planets of the earth’s weight! 
The moral is: Save the pennies !— 
Omaha News.

Three Evente-Included in the Celebra- 
tion, Which Is Observed by Three 
Great Churches, 

The word “epiphany” is from the 
Greek tongue and means “to be evi- 
dent.” It is used by the church te 
designate the festival which is cele 
brated on January 6 by Roman Cath- 
olic, Eastern and Anglican churches in 
commemoration of the manifestation 
of Christ. 





Three different events are included 
in the celebration: As early as the 
third century it was observed as the 
commemoration of the baptism of 
Christ and his revelation to the world 
as the Son of God. Later in the Hast 
it was taken also as a manifestation 
of divine power in Christ’s first mir- 
acle at Cana. In the western church 
the adoration of the Magi was princet- 
pally put forward, the baptism being 
especially mentioned in the services 
for the octave, and the Cana miracle 
on the following Sunday. In the fourth 
century the birth of Christ was alee 
connected with it by some writers. 

Many special observances are or 
have been connected with it under 
the name of Twelfth day. Twelfth 
night was a time of special merry- 
Making in England, and closed the 
Christmas festivities. The date for 
Easter {s announced, and in many 
places the blessing of waters takes 
piace. Sovereigns commonly offered 
j gold, frankincense and myrrh at the 
altar, a custom still maintained by 
England. 


DIVE WITH WOUNDED WHALE 


dapanese “Ride” Their Quarry if 
Sinks After the Harpoon Has 
Done its Werk. 

Japanese whalemen are skilled and 
daring in their profession, often en- 
countering & great many dangers. 
Many give up their lives to accomplish 
the main thing at isaue—the capture 
of the whale. The expert of the whal- 
{Ing crew must prove his mettle after 
the whale has become exhausted from 
being harpooned. 

The skilled Japanese jumps on the 
whale’s back, cutting two gashes in 
the head. Often the animal makes gs 
deep dive, but the little Japanese must 
hold fast to his quarry and dive algo, 
trusting to his fates that the air sup- 
ply in his lungs wil) last as long as 
the whale’s., 

The Japanese is safer from being 
drowned than from being crushed by 
the infuriated animal's tail. If the 
hunter lets go it usually means death, 
so he hangs on to the diving quarry. 
Frequently these whalemen lose their 
lives from drowning, but the members 
| of their crew look upon this misfor- 
tune with something of a fatalistic re- 
gard. 

When the animal is finally caught 
and towed to shore the Japanese make 
huge excavations, penetrating inside 
the animal’s body as though entering 
a mine shaft or gallery, and eventu- 
ally making their exit. covered with 
blood. This gruesome sight is looked 
upon as a matter of course among 
Japanese whalemen. i
